DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— Jh\%  survey  covers  public  warehouses 
holding  cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  con- 
suming raw  linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the 
cotton  system. 

Survey  Methodology— The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication 
are  based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the 
Census  monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public 
Storage;  and  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw 
Linters.  The  data  have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of 
approximately  450  warehouses  and  575  consumers,  accounting 
for  95  percent  of  total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption. 
Approximately  100  small  warehouses  and  135  small  consumers 
report  annual  data  only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establish- 
ments are  estimated  based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the 
trend  of  those  reporting  monthly. 

Survey  Error— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received 
in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed" 
based  on  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting 
firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  per- 
cent for  any  one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater 
than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of 
difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not 
precisely  known,  but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of 
uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  published  data, 
however,  increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation  increases. 
Figures  with  imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be 
used  with  caution. 


Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Dafa— Statistics  for  previous 
[months  may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data  from 
respondents,  including  the  receipt  of  late  reports  for  which 
[imputations  were  made  as  described  above.  Figures  which 
have  been  revised  by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously 
published  figures  are  indicated  by  footnotes. 

1  Reporting  Period  Adjustment— The  data  are  adjusted  for  the 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
tor  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns,  i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods.  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  period  shown  in  table  12. 

Seasonal  Adjustment— This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1 A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  1  B.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the  Bureau 
fjf  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This 
ieasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average 
Tiethod.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the 
|iffect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
itantly  from   year  to  year)   within  the  series.  The  seasonally 


adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  patterns 
than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-\nc\udes  stocks 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are 
raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments 
regardless  of  ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the 
General  Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  proc- 
ess, material  stored  in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads 
made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storaye-lncludes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day 
Indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which  ware- 
house receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting  ship- 
ment or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse, 
stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of 
cotton  and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equip- 
ment and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cot- 
ton fiber  into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also 
used  extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade 
fiber  blends.  Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening, 
picking,  carding,  drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/>7c//es— Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It 
does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and 
other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures 
indicate  the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest 
number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated 
during  the  period. 

Consumption— \r\c\udes  materials  passed  through  the  opener 
or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 


COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and 
import  classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside 
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from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity  classifications, 
there  are  additional  problems  involving  import  data,  since  there 
are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  v^/hich  are 
not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which  are  produced  only 
in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore,  have  no  com- 
parable domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown 
in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations, 
since,  in  addition  to  those  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data. 

Ua/oaf/on-There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the 
three  types  of  data: 

Domestic  Oufpof-Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

Exports-Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

/mports-Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output-Qecause 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 

Estimated  Low-Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions-The 

import   statistics    include   estimated  value  data  for  shipments 

valued    under    $251.    Effective    August    1982,    value   data   for 

shipments  valued  under  $251  are  estimated  from  factors  based 

on  the  ratios  of  under  $251   shipments  to  individual  country 

totals.    Prior    to    August    1982,    estimates    were    based    on    a 

1 -percent   sample   of   documents   for  shipments  valued   under 

$251.  Effective  with  the  statistics  for  March  1979,  the  lower 

limit  of  the  value  ranges  for  estimating  data  for  low-value  export 

shipments  was  raised  from  $251  to  $501.  Effective  July  1981, 

the    statistics   for   countries   other   than    Canada    reflect   fully 

compiled  data  for  shipments  valued  over  $500.  Prior  to  July 

1981,  these  data  were  fully  compiled  only  for  shipments  valued 

$1,000  and  over,  whMe  shipments  valued  $501  to  $999  were 

estimated,  based  on  a  50  percent  sample. 


Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind-Jhe  value  |, 
of    manufacturers'    shipments   at   the  four-digit  industry   level 
often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among 
the    individual    five-digit    product    classes.    Export  and   import 
percentages   at   the   more  detailed   levels   might,  therefore,   be    ^ 
slightly  overstated. 


Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports-There  will  be  a  lag 
between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 
producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when 
intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

Used  Commodities-W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  a 
is   new   merchandise.    Percentages   are   thus  overstated   to  th 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage -\rr\port  and  export  data  reflec 
the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trad 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territor 
(includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puert( 
Rico).

Estimates  are  included  for  companies  whose  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.

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This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  the  cotton 
seasons  1980/1981  to  1984/1985  for  a  number  of  the  more 
mportant  series  published  monthly  in  Current  Industrial 
Reports    Series    M22P,   Consumption   on    the  Cotton  System. 

The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the  effect

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey— lh\s  survey  cover  public  warehouses 
holding  cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants 
consuming  raw  linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on 
the  cotton  system. 

Survey  Methodology— J\\e  statistics  shown  in  this  publication 
are  based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the 
Census  monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public 
Storage;  and  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw 
Linters.  The  data  have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of 
approximately  450  warehouses  and  550  consumers,  accounting 
for  95  percent  of  total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption. 
Approximately  100  small  warehouses  and  100  small  consumers 
report  annual  data  only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establish- 
ments are  estimated  based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the 
trend  of  those  reporting  monthly. 

The  annual  summary  report  includes  revisions  of  monthly 
data  originally  estimated  (see  "Survey  Error"  below)  for  small 
companies  which  only  report  annually. 

Survey  iF/ror— Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not 
received  in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are 
"imputed"  based  on  month-to-month  movements  shown  by 
reporting  firms.  Imputation  generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
of  10  percent  for  any  one  data  ceil.  Figures  with  imputation 
rates  greater  than  10  percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the 
potential  error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because 
the  actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may 
not  closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of 
difference  between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not 
precisely  known,  but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of 
uncertainty  regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  published  data 
increases  as  the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with 
imputation  rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data— Data  may  be  revised  as 
the  result  of  corrected  figures  received  from  respondents,  annual 
reports  received  for  which  imputations  were  originally  made  as 
described,  or  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revised 
by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments-\nc\udes  stocks 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private 
storage  place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of 
business  on  the  last  day  of  the  reporting  period.  Included  are 
raw  linters  in  bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments 
regardless  of  ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the 
General  Services  Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in 
process,  material  stored  in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads 
made  from  linters  by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 


Stocks  Held  at  Public  Sforagc— Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day 
indicated  regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting 
shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held  for 
the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse, 
stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of 
cotton  and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equip- 
ment and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing 
cotton  fiber  into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also 
used  extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber 
blends.  Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking, 
carding,  drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es— Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It 
does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and 
other  new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures 
indicate  the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest 
number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated 
during  the  period. 

Consumption-\nc\udes  materials  passed  through  the  opener 
or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  com- 
modity classifications  were  developed  independently.  This 
results  in  considerable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of 
data  for  many  commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classifi- 
cation is  based  on  type  of  industry;  on  the  other  hand,  the 
export    and    import    classification    system    is    more    materials 

oriented.  Aside  from  the  differences  in  the  basic  commodity 
classifications,  there  are  additional  problems  involving  import 
data,  since  there  are  a  substantial  number  of  imported  com- 
modities which  are  not  produced  in  the  United  States  or  which 
are  produced  only  in  very  small  quantities  and  which,  therefore, 
have  no  comparable  domestic  output  classification.  The  rela- 
tionships shown  in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as 
approximations,  since,  in  addition  to  the  problems  mentioned 
above,  there  are  also  the  following  problems  affecting  the 
comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data. 


Valuation— Theve  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the 
three  types  of  data: 


Domestic  Output— ya\ued  at  the  point  of  production.  It 
includes  the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 


producer  and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when 
intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordi- 
narily, this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 


fxporfs— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes 
the  selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight. 
Insurance,  and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing 
plant  to  the  export  point. 

//npo/ts— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United 
States.  It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty, 
and  other  charges  to  the  import  point. 


"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports- 
Export  and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are 
incorporated  into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or 
imported  in  finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports 
and  imports,  the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to 
apparent  consumption  for  intermediate  products  is  considerably 
understated. 

Used  Commodities— W\th  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt 
commodities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 


Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output— Because 
producers'  shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as 
materials  for  incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combina- 
tions of  data  for  such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain 
amount  of  duplication.  Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output 
or  imports  to  apparent  consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus 
exports)  at  four-digit  or  broader  levels  may  be  understated. 
Where  duplication  is  known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data 
are  appropriately  noted  in  the  table. 


Estimated  Low-  Valued  Export  and  Import  Transactions— The 
import  statistics  include  estimated  value  data  for  shipments 
valued  under  $251.  Effective  August  1982,  value  data  for 
shipments  valued  under  $251  are  estimated  from  factors  based 
on  the  ratios  of  under  $251  shipments  to  individual  country 
totals.  Prior  to  August  1982,  estimates  were  based  on  a 
1-percent  sample  of  documents  for  shipments  valued  under 
$251.  Effective  with  the  statistics  for  March  1979,  the  lower 
limit  of  the  value  ranges  for  estimating  data  for  low-value  export 
shipments  was  raised  from  $251  to  $501.  Effective  July  1981, 
the  statistics  for  countries  other  than  Canada  reflect  fully 
compiled  data  for  shipments  valued  over  $500.  Prior  to  July 
1981,  these  data  were  fully  compiled  only  for  shipments  valued 
$1,000  and  over,  while  shipments  valued  $501  to  $999  were 
estimated,  based  on  a  50-percent  sample. 


Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind— The  value 
of  manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level 
often  includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among 
the  individual  five-digit  product  classes  Export  and  import 
percentages  at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be 
slightly  overstated. 


Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports— There  will  be  a  lag 
between  the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the 


Geographic  Area  of  Coverage— \mport  and  export  data  reflect 
the  movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory 
(includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico). 


HISTORICAL  NOTE 

Data  on  consumption  of  cotton  have  been  collected  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  since  1912.  Historical  data  before  1959 
may  be  obtained  from  Current  Industrial  Reports  (called  Facts 
for  Industry)  available  at  your  local  Federal  Depository  Library.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication 
are  based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage; 
and  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
data  have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of  approximately 
370  warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accounting  for  95  per- 
cent of  total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption.  Approximately 
25  small  warehouses  and  75  small  consumers  report  annual  data 
only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establishments  are  estimated 
based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the  trend  of  those  repor- 
ting monthly. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received 
in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  based 
on  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Impu- 
tation generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any 
one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater  than  1 0  per- 
cent are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  poten- 
tial error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the 
actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not 
closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  dif- 
ference between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely 
known,  but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases 
as  the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previous  months 
may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  the  receipt  of  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
made  as  described  above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by 
more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indi- 
'    Gated  by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment.  The  data  are  adjusted  for  the 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns,  i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods.  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  period  shown  in  table  12. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1 A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  1  B.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This 
seasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average 
method.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the 
I  effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
stantly from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  d^ts  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 


variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  patterns 
than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments  — Indudes  stocks 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in 
bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Ser- 
vices Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters 
by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage—  Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indi- 
cated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included  are 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting  shipment  or 
being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held  for  the 
account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded  are  cot- 
ton and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse,  stocks 
of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of  cotton 
and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System—  This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipn-ent 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used  exten- 
sively for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends.  In- 
cludes the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es— Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It 
does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indi- 
cate the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest 
number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during 
the  period. 

Consumption— Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener 
or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 


COMPARISON    OF    EXPORT, 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


IMPORT,    AND 


The  Standard  Industrial  Classification.  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  This  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and  import  classification 
system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside  from  the  differences 
in  the  basic  commodity  classifications,  there  are  additional 
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problems  involving  import  data,  since  there  are  a  substantial 
number  of  imported  commodities  which  are  not  produced  in  the 
United  States  or  which  are  produced  only  in  very  small  quan- 
tities and  which,  therefore,  have  no  comparable  domestic  out- 
put classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this  report  should 
be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in  addition  to  the 
problems  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the  following  problems 
affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  Imports—  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 

It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is 
known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted 
in  the  table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $  1 ,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
mation is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $  1 ,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products,  de- 
tailed commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual  import 
shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the 
commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among  the  indi- 
vidual five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages 
at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly 
overstated. 


Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when 
intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export 
and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated 
into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com- 
modities are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory 
(includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico). 

RELATED  REPORTS

SUMMARY  OF  FINDINGS 

Total  cotton  consumption  for  the  cotton  season  of  1984  to 
1985  decreased  by  6  percent  from  the  consumption  of  cotton 
for  the  1983  to  1984  cotton  season,  and  consumption  of  man- 


made  fiber  staple  decreased  15  percent  from  the  1983  and  1984 
cotton  season.  However,  at  the  same  time,  stocks  of  cotton 
increased  by  41  percent.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
ilinters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 

[system. 

I 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication 
are  based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the 
Census  monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public 
Storage;  and  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw 
Linters.  The  data  have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of 
approximately  385  warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accoun- 
ting for  95  percent  of  total  commercial  stocks  and  consump- 
tion. Approximately  100  small  warehouses  and  100  small  con- 
sumers report  annual  data  only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small 
establishments  are  estimated  based  on  data  reported  annually 
land  the  trend  of  those  reporting  monthly. 
I  The  annual  summary  report  includes  revisions  of  monthly  data 
originally  estimated  (see  "Survey  Error"  below)  for  small  com- 
panies which  only  report  annually. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received 
in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  based 
on  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Im- 
putation generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  1 0  percent  for  any 
one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater  than  10  per- 
cent are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  potential 
error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the  actual 
monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  difference  bet- 
ween the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known,  but 
is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding  the 
accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputation 
rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Data  may  be  revised  as  the 
result  of  corrected  figures  received  from  respondents,  annual 
reports  received  for  which  imputations  were  originally  made  as 
described,  or  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revis- 
ed by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  normal  seasonal  variations  (including 
variations  due  to  vacations,  weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the 
time  period  for  which  data  were  used.  The  resulting  information 
thus  provides  a  better  measure  than  the  original  data  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not 
associated  with  a  repetitive  seasonal  pattern. 

The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the  X-1 1  variant 
of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  data  included  in  this  report  are  adjusted  on 
an  establishment  basis,  prior  to  tabulation  for  variation  in  the 
length  of  the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week,  5-week,  or  calen- 
dar month. 


Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments—  Includes  stocks  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  reporting  period.  Included  are  raw  linters 
in  bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by 
others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  — Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  in- 
dicated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting 
shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse, 
stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of 
cotton  and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipment 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used 
extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends. 
Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es— Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period. 

Consumpt/on— Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener  or 
otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  This  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and  import  classification 
system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Aside  from  the  differences 
in  the  basic  commodity  classifications,  there  are  additional  pro- 
blems involving  import  data,  since  there  are  a  substantial  number 
of  imported  commodities  which  are  not  produced  in  the  United 
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States  or  which  are  produced  only  in  very  small  quantities  and 
which,  therefore,  have  no  comparable  domestic  output 
classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this  report  should  be 
considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in  addition  to  the  pro- 
blems mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the  following  problems 
affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output— 'Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  Imports—  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  In  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is 
known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted 
in  the  table. 


Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $250  or  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $500.  This  is  believed  to  have  only  negligible 
effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the  commodities. 


Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among  the  in- 
dividual five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages 
at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly 
overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when  in- 
termediaries (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 


"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export 
and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated 
into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com 
modities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
Is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory 
(includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico). 


HISTORICAL  NOTE 

Data  on  consumption  of  cotton  have  been  collected  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  since  1912.  Historical  data  before  1959 
may  be  obtained  from  Current  industrial  Reports  (called  Facts 
for  Industry)  available  at  your  local  Federal  Depository  Library.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication 
are  based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage; 
and  M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The 
data  have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of  approximately 
370  warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accounting  for  95  per- 
cent of  total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption.  Approximately 
25  small  warehouses  and  75  small  consumers  report  annual  data 
only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establishments  are  estimated 
based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the  trend  of  those  repor- 
ting monthly. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include 
estimates  for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received 
in  time  for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  based 
on  month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Impu- 
tation generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  1 0  percent  for  any 
one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater  than  1 0  per- 
cent are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  poten- 
tial error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the 
actual  monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not 
closely  agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  dif- 
ference between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely 
known,  but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty 
regarding  the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases 
as  the  percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputa- 
tion rates  above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previous  months 
may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  the  receipt  of  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
made  as  described  above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by 
more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indi- 
cated by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment.  The  data  are  adjusted  for  the 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns,  i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods.  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  period  shown  in  table  12. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1 A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  1 B.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-1 1  variant  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This 
seasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average 
method.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the 
effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
stantly from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 
adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 


variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  patterns 
than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Estab/Zshments— Includes  stocks 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in 
bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Ser- 
vices Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material 
stored  in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters 
by  others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage—  Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indi- 
cated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included  are 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting  shipment  or 
being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held  for  the 
account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded  are  cot- 
ton and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse,  stocks 
of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of  cotton 
and  linters  at  farms  and  gins.  i 

Cotton  System—  This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipment 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used  exten- 
sively for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends.  In- 
cludes the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es— Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It 
does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indi- 
cate the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest 
number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during 
the  period. 

Consumpt/on— Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener 
or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste,' 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials.  i 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 


k] 
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The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  This  results  in  con-  ^j 
siderable  difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  basedi'n 
on  type  of  industry;  on  the  other  hand,  the  export  and  imporll . 
classification  system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Also,  there  arej 
a  substantial  number  of  imported  commodities  which  have 
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comparable  domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships 
shown  in  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  approxima- 
tions, since,  in  addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there 
are  also  the  following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of 
the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 

types  of  data: 

i 

•  Domestic  Output.  Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

i 

•  Exports.  Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 

selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

'•  Imports—  Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
'Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is 
known  to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted 

fin  the  table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $1 ,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
'  mation  is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $1 ,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products,  de- 
tailed commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual  import 
shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the 
commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among  the  indi- 
vidual five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages 
at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly 
overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 


ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when 
intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export 
and  import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated 
into  other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com- 
modities are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as 
is  new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the 
extent  that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory 
(includes  the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto 
Rico).

manmade  fiber  staple  increased  9.6  percent  from  the  1 984  and 
1985  cotton  season.  At  the  same  time,  stocks  of  cotton 
increased  by  221  percent.

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
(inters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication  are 
based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census 
monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage;  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The  data 
have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of  approximately  370 
warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accounting  for  95  percent  of 
total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption.  Approximately  100 
small  warehouses  and  100  small  consumers  report  annual  data 
only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establishments  are  estimated 
based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the  trend  of  those  repor- 
ting monthly. 

The  annual  summary  report  includes  revisions  of  monthly  data 
originally  estimated  (see  "Survey  Error"  below)  for  small  com- 
panies which  only  report  annually. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  Include  estimates 
for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received  In  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "Imputed"  based  on 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Imputa- 
tion generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one 
data  cell.  Figures  with  Imputation  rates  greater  than  10  percent 
are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  Is  not  an  explicit  Indicator  of  the  potential 
error  In  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the  actual 
monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  close- 
ly agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  difference 
between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  Is  not  precisely  known, 
but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however.  Increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates 
above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Data  may  be  revised  as  the 
result  of  corrected  figures  received  from  respondents,  annual 
reports  received  for  which  Imputations  were  originally  made  as 
described,  or  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revis- 
ed by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  normal  seasonal  variations  (Including 
variations  due  to  vacations,  weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the 
time  period  for  which  data  were  used.  The  resulting  Information 
thus  provides  a  better  measure  than  the  original  data  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not 
associated  with  a  repetitive  seasonal  pattern. 

The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the  X-11  variant 
of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  data  Included  In  this  report  are  adjusted  on 
an  establishment  basis,  prior  to  tabulation  for  variation  in  the 


length  of  the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week,  5-week,  or  calen- 
dar month. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments  — \nclu(ies  stocks  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  reporting  period.  Included  are  raw  linters 
in  bale  form,  stocks  In  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by 
others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage  — Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  in- 
dicated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  been  Issued  or  which  are  awaiting 
shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going  Into  storage,  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse, 
stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of 
cotton  and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipment 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
Into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used 
extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends. 
Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es  — Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It  does 
not  Include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period. 

ConsL/mpt/on  — Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener  or 
otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  Into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT  IMPORT  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  Import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  Independently.  This  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  Industry;  whereas,  the  export  and  Import  classification 
system  Is  more  materials  oriented.  Also,  there  are  a  substantial 
number  of  imported  commodities  which  have  no  comparable 


domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this 
report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the  follow- 
ing problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Output— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  /mports— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is  known 
to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the 
table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $1,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
mation is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products,  de- 
tailed commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual  import 
shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the 
commodities. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when  in- 
termediaries (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved.  Ordinarily, 
this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export  and 
import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated  in- 
to other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 


Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com-    i 
modities  are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is  i 
new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the  extent 
that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 


Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  (in- 
cludes the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico).

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication  are 
based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census 
monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage;  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The  data 
have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of  approximately  390 
warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accounting  for  95  percent  of 
total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption.  Approximately  25 
small  warehouses  and  75  small  consumers  report  annual  data 
only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establishments  are  estimated 
based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the  trend  of  those  reporting 
monthly. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include  estimates 
for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  based  on 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Impu- 
tation generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any 
one  data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater  than  10 
percent  are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  potential 
error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the  actual 
monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  closely 
agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  difference 
between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known, 
but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates 
above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Statistics  for  previous  months 
may  be  revised  as  the  result  of  corrected  data  from  respondents, 
including  the  receipt  of  late  reports  for  which  imputations  were 
made  as  described  above.  Figures  which  have  been  revised  by 
more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are  indi- 
cated by  footnotes. 

Reporting  Period  Adjustment.  The  data  are  adjusted  for  the 
number  of  working  days  in  the  reporting  period  to  compensate 
for  differences  in  individual  company  reporting  patterns,  i.e., 
calendar  month,  4-week,  5-week  periods.  The  data  are  adjusted 
to  reflect  the  time  period  shown  in  table  11. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  This  report  presents  seasonally  adjusted 
data  in  table  1A  for  selected  series  shown  in  table  IB.  The  data 
were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  Method  II  seasonal  adjustment  program.  This 
seasonal  adjustment  program  is  a  ratio-to-moving  average 
method.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely  eliminates  the 
effect  of  seasonal  variations  (intrayear  variations  repeated  con- 
stantly from  year  to  year)  within  the  series.  The  seasonally 


adjusted  data  provide  a  better  measure  of  the  month-to-month 
variations  which  are  due  to  factors  other  than  seasonal  patterns 
than  do  the  unadjusted  (original)  data. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments  — \r\c\udes  stocks 
of  materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  report  period.  Included  are  raw  linters  in 
bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by 
others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Sforage— Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  indi- 
cated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included  are 
cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which  warehouse 
receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting  shipment  or 
being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held  for  the 
account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded  are 
cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse,  stocks 
of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of  cotton 
and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipment 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used 
extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends. 
Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es  — Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It 
does  not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other 
new  systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indi- 
cate the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest 
number  of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period. 
Spindle  hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during 
the  period.  i 

Consumpt/on  — Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener 
or  otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT.  IMPORT  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  This  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and  import  classification 
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system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Also,  there  are  a  substantial 
number  of  imported  commodities  which  have  no  comparable 
domestic  output  classification.  The  relationships  shown  in  this 
report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in 
addition  to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the 
following  problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets 
of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Outpuf— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  In- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 

'       allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
I      selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 

and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  /mports— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is  known 
to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the 
table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $1,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
mation is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products,  de- 
tailed commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual  import 
shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the 
commodities. 

Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Not  Specified  by  Kind.  The  value  of 
manufacturers'  shipments  at  the  four-digit  industry  level  often 
includes  a  small  amount  which  is  not  distributed  among  the  indi- 
vidual five-digit  product  classes.  Export  and  import  percentages 
at  the  more  detailed  levels  might,  therefore,  be  slightly  overstated. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when 


intermediaries  (wholesalers,  exporters,  etc.)  are  involved. 
Ordinarily,  this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual 
figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export  and 
import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated  in- 
to other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 

Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com- 
modities are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is 
new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the  extent 
that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  (in- 
cludes the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico). 

RELATED  REPORTS

Total  cotton  consumption  for  the  cotton  season  of  1 986 
to  1987  increased  by  14.5  percent  from  the  consumption 
of  cotton  for  the   1985  to   1986  cotton  season,  and

DESCRIPTION  OF  SURVEY 

Scope  of  Survey.  This  survey  covers  public  warehouses  holding 
cotton  and  raw  linters  and  manufacturing  plants  consuming  raw 
linters  and  cotton  and  manmade  fiber  staple  on  the  cotton 
system. 

Survey  Methodology.  The  statistics  shown  in  this  publication  are 
based  on  information  collected  by  mail  on  Bureau  of  the  Census 
monthly  Forms  M22N,  Cotton  and  Linters  in  Public  Storage;  and 
M22P,  Cotton,  Manmade  Fiber  Staple,  and  Raw  Linters.  The  data 
have  been  compiled  from  a  cut-off  sample  of  approximately  400 
warehouses  and  525  consumers,  accounting  for  95  percent  of 
total  commercial  stocks  and  consumption.  Approximately  100 
small  warehouses  and  100  small  consumers  report  annual  data 
only.  Monthly  data  for  these  small  establishments  are  estimated 
based  on  data  reported  annually  and  the  trend  of  those  repor- 
ting monthly. 

The  annual  summary  report  includes  revisions  of  monthly  data 
originally  estimated  (see  "Survey  Error"  below)  for  small  com- 
panies which  only  report  annually. 

Survey  Error.  Figures  for  the  current  month  may  include  estimates 
for  panel  members  for  which  reports  were  not  received  in  time 
for  tabulation.  Such  missing  figures  are  "imputed"  based  on 
month-to-month  movements  shown  by  reporting  firms.  Imputa- 
tion generally  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  10  percent  for  any  one 
data  cell.  Figures  with  imputation  rates  greater  than  10  percent 
are  footnoted. 

The  imputation  rate  is  not  an  explicit  indicator  of  the  potential 
error  in  published  figures  due  to  nonresponse  because  the  actual 
monthly  movements  for  nonrespondents  may  or  may  not  close- 
ly agree  with  the  imputed  movements.  The  range  of  difference 
between  the  actual  and  imputed  figures  is  not  precisely  known, 
but  is  assumed  to  be  small.  The  degree  of  uncertainty  regarding 
the  accuracy  of  the  published  data,  however,  increases  as  the 
percentage  of  imputation  increases.  Figures  with  imputation  rates 
above  10  percent  should  be  used  with  caution. 

Revisions  to  Previous  Period  Data.  Data  may  be  revised  as  the 
result  of  corrected  figures  received  from  respondents,  annual 
reports  received  for  which  imputations  were  originally  made  as 
described,  or  other  corrections.  Figures  which  have  been  revis- 
ed by  more  than  5  percent  from  previously  published  figures  are 
indicated  by  footnotes. 

Seasonal  Adjustment.  The  seasonal  adjustment  program  largely 
eliminates  the  effect  of  normal  seasonal  variations  (including 
variations  due  to  vacations,  weather,  etc.)  as  measured  over  the 
time  period  for  which  data  were  used.  The  resulting  information 
thus  provides  a  better  measure  than  the  original  data  of  the 
month-to-month  variations  which  are  due  to  factors  that  are  not 
associated  with  a  repetitive  seasonal  pattern. 

The  seasonal  adjustments  were  made  using  the  X-11  variant 
of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  data  included  in  this  report  are  adjusted  on 
an  establishment  basis,  prior  to  tabulation  for  variation  in  the 


length  of  the  reporting  period  such  as  4-week,  5-week,  or  calen- 
dar month. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Stocks  Held  by  Consuming  Establishments  — \nc\u6es  stocks  of 
materials  located  in  the  mill,  mill  warehouse,  or  private  storage 
place  owned  or  leased  by  the  mill  as  of  the  close  of  business 
on  the  last  day  of  the  reporting  period.  Included  are  raw  linters 
In  bale  form,  stocks  in  consuming  establishments  regardless  of 
ownership,  and  stockpile  cotton  released  by  the  General  Services 
Administration.  Excluded  are  material  in  process,  material  stored 
in  public  warehouses,  battings  and  pads  made  from  linters  by 
others,  and  linters  pulp. 

Stocks  Held  at  Public  Storage— Includes  stocks  of  cotton  and 
raw  linters  in  possession  at  the  close  of  business  of  the  day  in- 
dicated regardless  of  the  year  or  locality  of  the  crop.  Included 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  as  follows:  on  hand,  for  which 
warehouse  receipts  have  been  issued  or  which  are  awaiting 
shipment  or  being  held  for  consolidation;  going  into  storage,  for 
which  warehouse  receipts  have  not  yet  been  issued;  and  held 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Excluded 
are  cotton  and  raw  linters  in  transit  to  or  from  the  warehouse, 
stocks  of  cotton  and  linters  waste,  motes,  etc.,  and  stocks  of 
cotton  and  linters  at  farms  and  gins. 

Cotton  System— This  term  originally  referred  to  the  equipment 
and  machinery  used  in  the  process  of  manufacturing  cotton  fiber 
into  yarn.  The  cotton  spinning  system  is  now  also  used 
extensively  for  manmade  fiber  and  cotton/manmade  fiber  blends. 
Includes  the  general  operations  of  opening,  picking,  carding, 
drawing,  roving,  and  ring  or  open-end  spinning. 

Sp/nd/es  — Includes  rotors  operating  (open-end  spinning).  It  does 
not  include  spindles  operated  on  the  "American"  and  other  new 
systems  for  spinning  uncut  top.  Active  spindle  figures  indicate 
the  number  active  for  the  shift  during  which  the  largest  number 
of  spindles  was  operated  on  the  last  day  of  the  period.  Spindle 
hours  data  reflect  the  total  spindle  hours  operated  during  the 
period. 

Cor?sumpt/on— Includes  materials  passed  through  the  opener  or 
otherwise  removed  from  inventory  and  put  into  process  for 
spinning,  bleaching,  etc.,  but  excludes  cotton  and  linters  waste, 
motes,  and  all  other  waste  materials. 

COMPARISON  OF  EXPORT,  IMPORT,  AND 
DOMESTIC  OUTPUT  DATA 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  system  used  for 
domestic  output  and  the  statistical  export  and  import  commodity 
classifications  were  developed  independently.  This  results  in  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  comparing  the  three  types  of  data  for  many 
commodity  areas.  The  domestic  output  classification  is  based 
on  type  of  industry;  whereas,  the  export  and  import  classification 
system  is  more  materials  oriented.  Also,  there  are  a  substantial 
number  of  imported  commodities  which  have  no  comparable 


domestic  output  classification.  The  reiationsliips  shown  in  this 
report  should  be  considered  only  as  approximations,  since,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  problems  mentioned  above,  there  are  also  the  follow- 
ing problems  affecting  the  comparability  of  the  three  sets  of  data. 

Valuation.  There  are  different  methods  of  valuation  for  the  three 
types  of  data: 

•  Domestic  Outpuf— Valued  at  the  point  of  production.  It  in- 
cludes the  net  sales  price,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances,  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 

•  Exports— Valued  at  the  point  of  exportation.  It  includes  the 
selling  price,  or  cost  if  not  sold,  and  inland  freight,  insurance 
and  other  charges  to  the  export  point. 

Estimated  producers'  values  of  exports  have  also  been 
developed.  These  values  more  closely  approximate  the  values 
reported  for  domestic  output  because  they  exclude  freight, 
insurance,  and  other  charges  applied  from  the  producing  plant 
to  the  export  point. 

•  /mports— Valued  at  the  first  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 
It  includes  c.i.f.  (cost,  insurance,  and  freight),  duty,  and  other 
charges  to  the  import  point. 

Duplication  in  Quantity  and  Value  of  Output.  Because  producers' 
shipments  of  some  commodities  may  be  used  as  materials  for 
incorporation  into  other  commodities,  combinations  of  data  for 
such  commodities  may  contain  a  certain  amount  of  duplication. 
Thus,  percentages  of  exports  to  output  or  imports  to  apparent 
consumption  (output  plus  imports  minus  exports)  at  four-digit 
or  broader  levels  may  be  understated.  Where  duplication  is  known 
to  be  substantial,  the  output  data  are  appropriately  noted  in  the 
table. 

Low-Value  Export  and  Import  Transactions.  Detailed  commodity 
information  is  not  included  for  individual  export  shipments  valued 
at  not  more  than  $1,000.  Generally,  detailed  commodity  infor- 
mation is  not  included  for  individual  import  shipments  valued  at 
not  more  than  $1,000.  For  textiles  and  textile  products,  gloves, 
footwear,  and  miscellaneous  rubber  and  plastics  products,  de- 
tailed commodity  information  is  not  included  for  individual  import 
shipments  valued  at  not  more  than  $250.  This  is  believed  to  have 
only  negligible  effects  on  the  statistics  for  the  bulk  of  the 
commodities. 

Time  Lag  Between  Output  and  Exports.  There  will  be  a  lag  be- 
tween the  time  a  commodity  is  produced  or  shipped  by  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  time  it  is  actually  exported,  especially  when  in- 
termediaries (wholesalers,  exporters,  eta)  are  involved.  Ordinarily, 
this  type  of  discrepancy  is  insignificant  in  annual  figures. 

"Direct"  vs  "Total"  Commodity  Exports  and  Imports.  Export  and 
import  data  do  not  include  materials  which  are  incorporated  in- 
to other  more  finished  products  and  exported  or  imported  in 
finished  form.  Thus,  by  showing  only  direct  exports  and  imports, 
the  relation  of  exports  to  output  and  imports  to  apparent  con- 
sumption for  intermediate  products  is  considerably  understated. 


Used  Commodities.  With  a  few  exceptions,  used  or  rebuilt  com- 
modities are  classified  in  the  same  import  or  export  codes  as  is 
new  merchandise.  Percentages  are  thus  overstated  to  the  extent 
that  used  or  rebuilt  products  are  significant  in  trade. 

Geographic  Area  of  Coverage.  Import  and  export  data  reflect  the 
movement  of  merchandise  into  and  out  of  U.S.  foreign  trade 
zones,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  U.S.  customs  territory  (in- 
cludes the  50  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico). 

HISTORICAL  NOTE 

Data  on  consumption  of  cotton  have  been  collected  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  since  1912.  Historical  data  before  1959  may  be 
obtained  from  Current  Industrial  Reports  (called  Facts  for  In- 
dustry) available  at  your  local  Federal  Depository  Library.  A  list  i 
of  these  libraries  may  be  obtained  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen 
sus  regional  offices:
